blizzard, or 
Schcwl 
Children's Storm, tha t dipped down 
.suddenly and left death and anguish 
In its path over an area from the 
Canadian line to the Platte river 
and 
from 
the 
Rockies 
to 
the 
Mississippi on January 12, 1888, is 
considered the most deadlv of three 
outstanding storms of .snow that 
occurred In the plains region while 
the settlers were working out the 
enigmatic problems of new’ homes 
m the rough. 
On 
December 
1. 
1856, 
in 
Nebra.'ka. 
rain 
began 
falling 
and a light wind wTii.stlcd a 
droll accompaniment from the 
s o u t h T h e 
wind switched 
to the northwest, the mercury 
dropped and .snow began to .sift 
down m light flakes like frost. 
Gradually the snowfall increa.sed, 
and soon all outdoors was little 
.vhort of 
one 
solid 
mass of 
sw Irling. p e l t i n g snow. The 
storm continued for three day s. 
The snow measured five feet 
on the level and drifts more 
than f i f t e e n feet high held 
traffic down to the zero point.

turned to sleet. 
Fine hard snow 
came down about bedtime and the

Early risers 
who got up on the morning of the 
14th, to get the chores out of the 
way before breakfast, were cha­ 
grined at finding the outside w'orld 
almast a .solid mas.s of snow.

A Little Bit o f Heav en. 
One more mighty upheaval by 
the forces of winter struck Nc- 
bra.ska, and the fortv-thlrd anni­ 
versary of the first day of this 
storm falls on January 12. On this 
date in the y ear 1888, the morning 
was calm; sun lit. and the atmos­ 
phere .salubrious, so much so that 
thousands went out to haul hay , 
wood, groceries, or to enjoy the 
perfect day . Stock was allowed the 
freedom of pastures, and men dis­ 
carded their coats. A piecullar gos­ 
samer like haze grew- in the a t­ 
mosphere and in some sections It 
rained before the snow fell. This 
storm traveled from west to east, 
striking in the extreme west

He has started a small bu.siness in 
a little town, and hLs promised wife 
is very enthusiastic in her plans to 
work with him to make a success 
of it. 
The mother is in despsiir. She had 
hoped for a brilliant marriag e for 
her daug hter, into a life of ease. She 
has known financial privations and 
dreads 
to 
have 
her daug hter g o 
throug h with what .she suffered. She 
is worried about what people will 
say, and has done everything in her 
power to discourag e the marriag e, 
thoug h she g rants that the man is 
of .solid character, charming and in­ 
tellig ent and with no blemish only 
poor fortune. 
We cannot limit even our children 
in their life’s exj)ericnces. Happiness 
is the fruit of g rowth and they must 
find their own methods for self-ex- 
pre.ssion and development. 
Too m a n y thing s are .sacrificed to 
the g od "They say’’—children, hon­ 
or, 
health, 
happine.ss, love, well­ 
being . 
We cannot establish a code for 
others throug h our own experiences, 
nor the mental habiUs establLshed 
vears ag o. We cannot bind our own 
children by our individual experi­ 
ences. 


that it is just a.s well to check them 
off the list quickly. 
She aLso believe.s that one attack 
of such diseases .secures immunity 
ag ainst further attacks,

not true. 
It is true that the adult who con­ 
tracts children's dl.seases has a much 
harder time as a rule than the child 
experiences, but suffering these dis­ 
eases in childhood does not bring 
immunity as an adult. 
It is unwise and ig norant to de­ 
liberately expo.se children to such 
infections. While the averag e child 
recovers without any ill a fter-ef­ 
fects. there are many fatalities and 
many di.sastrous after-effects from 
even the mildest of children’s di.s- 
ea.ses. It is a delusion to cxinslder 
them either as of no con.sequencc or 
as inevitable. Prevention should be 
the keynote of the mother’s endeav­ 
ors. Constant efforts to build in the 
child healthy condition of blood and 
body that will enable him to resi.st 
infection 
is 
of prime importance. 
Not only should the mother keep 
her cnildren away from contact with 
other children who are ill. but she 
.should stay away herself. And, if 
one child in the family is ill, he 
should be seg reg ated from all other 
children.
